bankruptcy.” 

Strikes at Pledge* 

Striking at alleged breaking of 
democratic campaign pledges and 
promises made in speeches by 
President Roosevelt. Mr. Requa 
declared reversal of pre-election 
promises might be justified if they 
had promoted public welfare. 
“But they have not promoted 
public welfare,” he said. ‘‘On 
the contrary they have had a 
profoundly depressing effect. 
Recovery has been retarded. 
Endless wastes of public funds 
have taken place; the constitu¬ 
tion has been cynically disre¬ 
garded. We have been plunged 
Into endless turmoil and strife, 
that if it is not corrected, mav 
well lead us to the brink of 
the precipice, at the bottom of 
which lies chaos.”

HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 5.—When 
"Crime and Punishment" comes to 
the screen Josef von Sternberg is 
confident it will be regarded nei- j 
ther as his crime nor as audience 
punishment. 

Columbia studio executives seem 
to feel the same way about it, for 
after seeing the picturization of 
Dostoyevsky's world-famous novel 
as directed by Marlene Dietrich's 
ex-mentor, they began talking 
contract with the redoubtable 
“Von"—a contract that would give 
them at least two of his films a 
year. 

What amazes Hollywood about 
the picture, even before viewing it, 
is that Von Sternberg “brought it 
in” in a record time of 25 days, 
after being ahead of his schedule 
consistently throughout produc¬ 
tion. For a picture of this magni¬ 
tude, the 30 days allotted for its 
completion seemed none too many 
for a director with less reputation 
for taking his own sweet time 
than Von Sternberg holds. 

‘No Gem’ 

In Hollywood finishing a picture 
ahead of scheduled time means 
more than it does outside the in¬ 
dustry. Each day of production 
adds to the overhead cost. Von 
Sternberg has been noted for many 
things, but strict economy with 
studio money has not been one of 
them. 

The once stormy director left 
Paramount after comnleting his 
last picture with Dietrich, "The 
Devil Is a Woman.” Film men- 
at least the showmen among them 
—count the cost of a production 
not In dollars and cents expended 
on it. but by the dollars and cents 
it will draw Into the theaters The 
Dietrich film was costly, and to 
judge by preview reactions, no 
gem of an attraction. 

As a matter of record. Von 
Sternberg exceeded his production 
schedule on that picture by only 
two days, making up for four 
days' arrears one Sunday when he 
confided to intimates his intention 
to “show those script-shooters " It 
was his final picture under a Par¬ 
amount contract that was unique 
among directorial agreements It 
gave him complete freedom from 
supervision, and dictatorial pow¬ 
ers upon every phase of his pro¬ 
ductions from script to players. 

Marlene and Gary 

He found his new opportunity at 
the little studio where Grace 
Moore, earlier, had found hers 
Here he was not free, to be sure, 
from supervision, but he seems to 
have found the arrangements to 
his liking. As usual, he was his 
own cameraman, and he gloried 
again in his pet theory about sets, 
using tones of grey and black ex¬ 
clusively. His Idea is that other 
colors are wasted on a black-and- 
white camera, and more beautiful 
effects can be achieved his way. 

While Von Sternberg finished his 
“Crime and Punishment," Marlene 
Dietrich began at Paramount her 
second picture directed by another 
than her Berlin “discoverer.” 
Frank Borzage is at the helm on 
"The Pearl Necklace” (now called 
"Desire”), which reunites Dietrich 
and Gary Cooper for the first time 
since “Morocco."

SAN PEDRO, Oct. 5.- Return¬ 
ing; from the first vacation he has 
taken in 10 years, William Mar¬ 
tin Jeffers, executive vice presi¬ 
dent of the Union Pacific system, 
reached Los Angeles harbor today 
from Honolulu on the Matson- 
Oceanic liner Monterey after an 
absence from the mainland of four 
weeks. 

The railroad executive ex¬ 
pressed delight in the attractions 
of Hawaii, which has boomed this 
summer with a revival of tourist 
interest approaching the peak 
level of 1929. Matson steamship 
officials credit to air conditioning 
of trains much of the increased 
transcontinental travel which fre¬ 
quently culminates in the voyage 
between California and Hawaii. 

"Labor conditions on the rail¬ 
roads are all that could be de¬ 
sired,” the active head of the 
10.000-mile system stated. 

Mr. Jeffers "grew up with the 
property,” as he says of his con¬ 
nection with the Union Pacific 
system. Born at North Platte, 
Neb., he began his railway career 
as a messenger boy with the com¬ 
pany in 1890. He continued with 
the same road as telegrapher, 
clerk, dispatcher, train master, 
assistant superintendent of the 
Utah division and then superin¬ 
tendent of the Wyoming and Ne¬ 
braska divisions. In 1908 he be¬ 
came general superintendent and 
in 1916 was appointed general 
manager, later vice president in 
charge of operations In 1932 he 
was appointed executive vice 
president.

Charges of manslaughter today 
faced John Vidosh, 34, of 514 
East Broadway, Anaheim, who 
was arrested by Santa Ana police 
yesterday following an investiga¬ 
tion into a traffic accident at 
First and Lyon streets Thursday 
afternoon.
